SWEDISH READER, edited with notes and vocabulary by A. Louis Elmquist.

This book was originally published by the Engberg-Holmberg Publishing 
Co. The work of the editor is limited to the making of the notes and the vocabu- 
lary, as the selections contained in the Reader had been made previously by the 
publishing house. A very large part of the material was taken from Min andra 
lOsebok, prepared by Ernst W. Olson and published by the Engberg-Holmberg 
Publishing Company. 

The Reader b adapted to the needs of first year students, offering material 
of a moderate degree of difficulty. The first one hundred pages contain fables, 
fairy tales, and easy poems; the remaining fifty-four pages of text mdude some 
excellent poems, short stories, and sketches from Swedish history. 

The notes have been prepared with great care and give valuable informa- 
tion not only with reference to grammatical points but abo to historical char- 
acters and events referred to in the text. The editor makes clear, as occasion is 
offered, the distinction between the written and the spoken language. The 
vocabulary is complete and consistently worked out. The typography and the 
binding are pleasing.
